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Elba City Counci! Makes 


Numerous Appointments 


The Elba City Council made twelve 
board appointments, bought a new 
street sweeper, changed health insur- 
ance and discussed the age-old problem 
of parking room in downtown Elba. 
They also paid the monthly bills, 
among other items of business Monday 
night in their first meeting of the 
month. 


The meeting opened with the custom. 
ary prayer led by a local minister. This 


mecting was opened by Rev. Jim 
Arbogast, minister of the Elba 
Assembly of God. 

The Council first discussed the 


two-hour parking imposed last year by 
the previous council. This discussion 
was held at the requesi of Councilman 
Charles Kennett, who noted it had 
never been enforced, and he felt it 
should be enforced or stricken from the 
books. After some discussion by the 
Council, Councilman Sonny Inman 
made a motion that it be taken from the 
books, but this motion died for lack of a 
second, Then a motion by Councilman 
Wayland Sharpless was passed calling 
for the police chief to do a survey of the 
parking situation and report back to the 
Council in two weeks, at which time a 
decision would be made. Inman 
opposed this motion. 

Kennett also asked the status of a 
motion passed by the previous council 
to place a plaque on the outside of the 


new city hall naming the members of 
the council and Water and Electric at 
the time the building was purchased. 
Mayor Bob English and Councilman 
Inman reported that Infman had gotten 
some information on the cost of such a 
plaque, but neither understood that the 
motion had been to install the plaque. 
They indicated they understood it was 
only to get the information. 


Police Chief Ray Norris gave his 
monthly report to the Council, and when 
given an opportunity to question Norris 
on the report, councilmen agreed with 
Councilman Cleo Hawkins who indi- 
cated that the’ written report was 
self-explanatory and sufficient. 


City Engineer Jim Williams report- 
ed routine business was continuing and 
bids were being sought on cutting the 
timber off the levee. Williams said city 
crews were cutting the underbrush now. 
He said a new mechanic had been hired 
at the city barn and urged Police and 
Water and Electric Departments to 
allow this mechanic to make their 
repairs. 


Bids were opened for the purchase 
of a new street sweeper, and low bidder 
was Dixie Equipment Company, of 
Birmingham, with a bid of $29,085 and 
immediate delivery. Other bids ranged 


$42.5 Million In 
Damages Sought 


In Drug Suit 


Lawsuits seeking over $42 million 
damages are being tried this week in 
Elba Circuit Court with Judge Terry 
Butts presiding. A jury of 12 men and 
women, plus two alternates, heard the 
opening arguments of the lawyers in the 
case. 


The 14 members of the jury are 
hearing the case, and only the court 
officials and the lawyers involved know 
which two are the alternates in the case. 
The method of determining the two 
alternates was decided and agreed upon 
by the court and the lawyers prior to the 
beginning of jury selection. If no juror 
becomes sick or otherwise leaves the 
jury box, when testimony in the case is 
completed, Judge Butts will, at that 
time, dismiss the two alternates. 


The case is expected to last 
throughout this week and possibly into 
the early part of next week. 


The cases were filed by Elba 
Attorney G.A. Lindsey on behalf of four. 
youngsters who medical experts say 
suffered strychnine sulphate poisoning. 
and a woman who received carbolic acid 
in her eyes. 


Sued in the case are two Opp 

' druggests - Ted Roquemore, owner of 

Ted's Pharmacy; and Lloyd Sellers, 

owner of Dean's Pharmacy and Purolat- 
or Courier Corp. 


$10 million punitive damages and 
$500,000 compensatory damages are 
being sought on behalf of each of the 
four children, and $500,000 is being 
sought on behalf of the woman who 
received the acid in her eyes. 


The children are Mary Elizabeth 
Sasser, Martha Rebecca Sasser, Corey 
Bryan and Judson Spivey. Each of 
these children reportedly suffered the 
poisoning after being given contami- 
nated cold medicine purchased at Ted's 
Pharmacy in Opp. 

Vern Mitchell reportedly suffered 
the acid damage to her eyes after 
administering eye drops also purchased 
at Ted's Pharmacy. 


Testimony by the Purolator driver ip 
court this week indicated he delivered 
drug supplies to both places of 
business, and upon making a delivery to 


Dean's Pharmacy, discovered there 
were 20 boxes in the stack inside the 
store, instead of the 19 called for on the 
delivery order. He said he found one in 
the stack addressed to Ted’s Pharmacy 
and took it back to his truck and then to 
the addressee. Attorney Lindsey 
introduced evidence that the man 
violated printed rules of his company by 
not taking it back to Montgomery. 


Lindsey said in opening statements 
he hoped to show that there was hard 
feelings between the two former 
partners, Sellers and Roquemore, and 
that the drugs were contaminated by 
Sellers, taken to Roquemore’s business 
in violation of the courier firm's rules 
and dispensed by Ted's Pharmacy to 
the injured parties. He charged they 
“wantonly injured the plaintiffs by 
selling or transporting medicine con- 
taminated by substances.”

up to $60,981. Williams urged the 
council to disregard several bids offered 
by both the successful bidder and other 
firms on some used equipment, noting 
he felt it was unwise to purchase used 
equipment of this type. The motion by 
Councilman Sharpless to buy the 
machine was unanimously approved. 
The Council also approved a resolution 
allowing Mayor English to borrow the 
money for the machine, with repayment 
spread over four years. 


Board appointments for positions 
that have become vacant during the 
past few months were made. English 
had previously assigned various coun- 
cilmen to recommend citizens for 
designated boards. Councilman 
Hawkins recommended the re-appoint- 
ment of William Scarbrough to the 
Housing Authority. 


Councilmen Sharpless and David 
Stokes recommended Clayton Hickman 
for re-appointment and Larry 
Grantham and Roland Powell as new 
members of the Industrial Board. 
Councilman Inman suggested Doris 
Taylor, Glen Vaughan, Everette Kelley 
and Frank Phillips, Sr. for the Elba 
Planning and Zoning Board. 


Kennett recommended four citizens 
for the Zoning Board of Adjustments. 
They are L.C. Sharpless, Myrna 
Rhoades, Mac Moore and Mrs. Frances 
Brunson. Mrs. Brunson is presently 
serving as secretary to this board. 


All the recommendations were 
approved individually and tnanimously 
by the council. 


Rules for the fire department were 
presented at the last meeting in 
December, but approval was postponed 
until a meeting with the department 
officers had been established. At the 
Monday night meeting, Fire Chief Lloyd 
Driggers and the other officers were 
present, and Mayor English welcomed 
them and called for an informal 
discussion with a committee of two 
councilmen and two members of the fire 
department to sit down and review the 
rules submitted by the firemen them- 
selves, plus any changes recommended 
by the Alabama League of Municipal- 
ities. Councilmen Sharpless and Stokes 
will meet with Fire Department officers 
Donald Lawford and Collis Parrish to 
review these rules and make recom- 
mendations to the full council at the 
January 20 meeting. 


English told the firemen that, 
speaking on behalf of the entire council, 
*‘we feel we have one of the finest, if not 
THE finest, fire departments in this 
part of the state, and on behalf of the 
council we thank you for the job you are 
doing.” 


Driggers pointed out to the council 
that they were establishing a physical 
fitness program that would include 
regular physical exams by medical 
doctors. 


Need for a formal resolution on 
acquiring easements for the Mulberry 
drainage project was readily understood 
by councilmen and passed unanimous- 
ly. This will cost $7,019.32. but will 
fulfill a HUD requirement. English told 
the council it could come from project 
funds. 


Bill Oggs requested a decision on 
improving the go-kart track in time to 
open the season in March, After some 
discussion on moving it to the Smith 
Avenue proposed recreation park. the 
Council approved installation of water 
lines, more lights and restroom facilities 
at the existing site on Airport Road. 
There was an understanding that the 
long-range plans for this property 
included industrial development, and at 
that time the track would have to move 
elsewhere. 


Hospitalization insurance for cits 
employees has been discussed at 
several meetings. and formal requests 
for bids have been submitted to a 
number of firms. Following the 
recommendation of Councilman 
Kennett, the Council approved chang- 
ing to Washington National. Kennett 
told the council the firm was good and 
the package a little better than the 
present insurance carrier. 


Monthly bills totaling $18,574.82 
were approved by the Council after 
Mayor English pointed out several! 
unusually high bills including a $4400 
bill for annual audits, $2000 for tobacco 
stamps and purchase of a bush hog an:! 
blade.

On December 17, 1980, a black 
female named Bell Andrews, of Level 
Plains, brought a small portable televis- 
ion to her brother, Lloyd Andrews, a 
prisoner in the county jail serving life 
without parole. Deputy Weeks took the 


television, and after the woman left, 
removed the back from the set to 
inspect it. As he did so, he discovered 5 
hacksaw blades, a file and a 12-inch 
ruler (believed to be used in making a 
key), 

Ms. Andrews returned the following 
Sunday on a routine visit and was 
arrested for promoting jail contraband. 
After two days in jail, Ms. Andrews

To Handle Bad 


Check Warrants 


As of January 1, 1981, the Record- 
er’s Court of the City of Elba, began 
handling worthless check warrants. The 
procedure for prosecuting the passer of 
a worthless check in city court is as 
follows: 

A letter should be sent to the person 
signing the check, by certified mail. In 
the letter, advise the person that he or 
she has 10 days to pick up the check. If 
the check is not picked up by the 10th 
day, the check and the receipt for the 
letter should be taken to the police 
station, to Court Clerk Joyce Skinner, to 
obtain a warrant. 


In the event the post office is unable 
to deliver the certified letter to the 
person because he/she cannot be 
located, or if he/she refuses delivery, 
the check and letter, including en- 
velope, should be taken to the police 
Station for a warrant. 

A reasonable effort shuuld be made 
to locate the persun the check is on 
before seeking a warrant.

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Child Support 


Program Has 


Benefits 


For a number of reasons, 
Alabama's child support pro- 
gram is considered one of the 
ost effective programs 
operated by the Department 
of Pensions and Security, 
said Commissioner Gary 
Cooper. 

The child support pro- 
gram helps control welfare 
costs by finding parents who 


desert their families and 
requiring them to make 
support. payments. These 


payments can either wipe out 
or reduce the dependence of 
many low-income families 
receiving Aid to Dependent 
Children. 

The process of finding 
fathers and establishing sup- 
port payments often gives 
children a legal father when 
they otherwise would not 
have had one. Having a legal 
father provides a child with 
many rights, said Cooper. 
For instance, if the father 
dies or is injured, the child 
may qualify for Social Secur- 
ity benefits. “A child's 
self-esteem can also be en- 
hanced if he knows that his 
father, and not the state, is 
Supporting —_him,"" said 
Cooper. 

Parents may desert their 
families for many reasons, 
including avoiding financial 
responsibility. However, 
once their responsibilities 
are established either in 
court or by other means, 
some fathers do not seem to 
mind assuming some of the 
financial responsibility, ac- 
cording to Cooper. He added 
that the financial burden of 
the program on the fathers is 
rarely excessive. > 

“Although the amount of 
child support paid by absent 
fathers varies from county to 
county,"" said Cooper, ‘‘the 
average payment last year in 
Alabama was only about $50 
a month. Most absent 
parents have low incomes."

BOW HUNTING FOR 
WHITE-TAILED DEER 

Anyone who has pursued 
the wily white-tailed deer 
using a bow and arrow can 
tell a few stories of the 
white-tail’s amazing ability 
to detect humans. Deer that 
have been hunted are ex- 
perts at escape and evasion. 
Almost everyone living in 
deer country has seen - af 
one time or another and 
usually from an automobile - 
a deer at fairly close range. 
This gives non-hunters the 
wrong impression of how 
difficult it is to get within 30 
yards of a deer to get a shot 
with a bow. 

When disturbed _too 
often, deer will feed earlier 
in the morning and later in 
the afternoon than usual. 
During daylight hours these 
deer will usually bed down in 
or very close to dense cover. 

A feeding area, such as 
corn field or a winter oak 
stand with acorns, can be 
identified by the numerous 
deer tracks, fecal droppings 
and trails leading to it. It is 
tempting to choose a spot 
overlooking the feeding area, 
since it usually contains so 
many deer signs. Occasional- 
ly a hunter will get a shot at 
deer in a feeding area, but as 
a rule, darkness will come 
before the deer. 

Deer often leave their 
beds and arrive at these 
feeding areas a few minutes 
before dark or even after 
dark. Some will usually Stop 
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County 
feeding and start toward 


their bedding area before 
daylight. A bow hunter 
should attempt to stand near 
a trail as close to the bedding 
area as possible. If the 
hunter is lucky, he may 
surprise a deer on its way 
from the feeding area to the 
bedding area during the 
early morning hours. 

A hunter has to be 
extremely careful when sel- 
ecting a stand, as deer can 
smell a human over a great 
distance and detect the 
Slightest movement of a 
hunter through thick under- 
growth. Always have the 
wind blowing from the direc- 
tion which you expect the 
deer to come. 

When a hunter is still- 
hunting on the ground, doe 
and yearling deer will invari- 
ably come up the trail and 
spot you just before they get 
within range. You know 
what happens next - these 
deer will prance back into the 
brush and snort shrilly for 
several minutes announcing 
your presence to all other 
deer in the area. If possible, 
get off the ground and into a 
tree. Getting higher than a 
deer normally looks greatly 
increases your chances of not 
being seen.

Elba Native Has Close Call 


Florida Highway Patrol 
Trooper C.D. Perkins had a 
close brush with de&th on his 
28th birthday, December 13, 
1980. And it was part of a 
trooper’s job - aiding those in 
trouble along Florida's high- 
ways - which could have cost 
him his life. 

Perkins was patrolling 
northbound on 1-95 near the 
Nine Mile Road overpass on 
that Saturday afternoon 
when he saw a 1973 Chevro- 
let Vega parked alongside 
the southbound lane. He 
made a U-turn, hoping to be 
able to help. 

As he pulled alongside 
the car, he asked the two 
men and one woman if he 
could help; they said they 
were working on the radio. 
Perkins, however, had spot- 
ted a small plastic bag of 
brownish material in the air 
conditioning vent before the 
woman pushed it beneath the 
front seat of the car. He 
began to investigate, and 
after he had retrieved the 
bag of suspected marijuana 
and moved to the rear of the 
car to check the tag, the 
trouble began. 

One of the men (Frank) 
lunged at the trooper, and in 
the struggle, grabbed 
Perkins’ .357 Magnum ser- 
vice revolver, and forced the 
trooper to lie down in the 
rear seat of the patrol car. 

A truck driver, Donald 
Tucker, and a bus driver, 
Robert McCort (a member of 
the Jacksonville Police Re- 
serve) observed the scene 
and stopped to help. As they 
did so, ‘Frank’’ began to 
shoot at them, and a gun 


battle followed in which 
McCort and ‘'Frank’’ em- 
tied their guns. ‘'Frank"’ 


then took off in the Vega. 

The other man and the 
woman were jailed on 
charges of possession of 
Marijuana, and ‘‘Frank"’ 
(when found) will be charged 
with aggravated assault, 
grand theft of Perkins’ re- 
volver and attempted kidnap- 
ping. 

The fast-moving episode 
took only seventeen minutes, 
and Perkins said he would 
take off on his birthday next 
year.
